An enthusiastic but  inex- 
perienced Punchard high school 
eleven will open its 1953 football 
season against Wilmington high 
at the playstead Saturday at 2 p.m.

In The Playground 


Several destructive acts at the 


playground have been discovered 
during the past few weeks which 
authorities believe to be the work 
of a gang of youths well above the 
juvenile age. 


On one occasion the rope on the 
flagpole had been cut and knotted. 
A week later it was found that the

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Hail The Chief 
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Andover’s new police chief David L. Nicoll and 
its new police sergeant, James R. Lynch, are law 
enforcement officers of which this community has 
good reason to be proud. 


Both men are solid citizens, of high moral charac- 
ter, who have lived exemplary lives. And what is 
more, they are students of their chosen profession. 


There was a time, and many Andover residents 
will recall the period, when all policemen were rel- 
egated to the generalized category of ‘‘dumb cops’’. 
The movie industry rendered an injustice to the law 
enforcement profession by offering a conception of 
policemen, which portrayed them as slapstick come- 
dians, always the targets for gooey pies and inva- 
riable tripping into water basins or cement bins 
while engaged in chasing mischievous boys or sharp 
witted ‘‘con’’ men. That farcial misconception of 
policemen died out with the horse and buggy. 
Nothing was ever further from the truth. 


But even now, in an era when ‘Dick Tracy’’ is a 
national hero and ‘‘Martin Kane”’ is a TV.’ major 
attraction, Chief Nicoll and Set. Lynch have con- 
tributed much to advance the idea that high intelli- 
gence and police work are necessary companions. 


Consider the qualifications advanced by Chief 
Nicoll for the position to which he was this month 
named. His application sets forth a background 
which one might expect to be pre-requisite for ad- 
mission to Harvard or MIT. 


He was graduated from Punchard high school in 
1933 as Salutatorian and President of his class. 
While serving in the United States Army during 
World War II, he achieved an 1.Q. rating of 124, 
when only 110 was needed for Officers Training 
School and 96 was average. When he was appointed 
Sergeant in Sept. 1947, he received a mark of 92.50 
in the qualifying examination. When he was appoint- 
ed chief in Sept., 1953, he had achieved a mark of 
99.84. 

Set. Lynch led the list of those seeking to be 
named to that position with a high mark of 92,87. 
He scored a mark of 95.14 when he took the chief’s 
examination this year. 

Andover residents have real reason to be proud of 
their top rung police officers and of the patrolmen 
right down the line. They are intelligent, capable, 
physically qualified men.
